NEVADA STRIKES AT JAPAN | = 


Legislators Alan Be President | 
for His Part in Affair. 
OALIFORNIA IS EGGED ON. 
Exel uston Urged Even at Cost of Early 

War with Nippon. 


Carson, Nev., Feb. 1.-A strong resolution 
declaring in favor of drastic anti-Japanese 
legislation; criticising Theodore Roosevelt, 
and designating the Japanese as “ parasites 
of the world and a menace to civilization 
and progress on the Pacific coast wee re- 
ported favorably by a committee of the 
whole in special seezion of the Nevada legis- 
jature today. It will be voted upon at 3 
o'clock tomorrow afternoon under a — 
order. It is believed it will pass. 

The. resolution is directed to the Calirornia 
legislature and declares in favor of that body 
passing measures that will prevent the influx 
of Japanese. It further recommends that 
the California legislature pay no attention to 
what is termed “ coercion and interference 
on the of President Roosevelt.” 

be 0 Language in Bill. 

After stating that the Japanese are ac- 
quiring lands and property in this and other 
states, the resolution says: 

“The president has seen fit to take ad- 
vantage of his high office to the extent of 
attempting to coerce and intimidate legis- 
lation in Califortila upon this subject} 
and. whereas, we view with alarm this 
attempted encroachment of the govern- 
ment on state rights: therefore be it 

Resolved, That we, the people of the 
state of Nevada, represented in seriate 
and assembly, do hereby recommend to 
the state of California to pay no attention 
whatever to the admonishing of the presi- 
dent in this particular, but go ahead and 
enact such stringent measures as will ab- 
solutely stop forthwith the encroachment 
of the Japanese and the further acquiring

by the men who own cows. It was intimated 
that if the plants refuse to agree to the in- 
tended raise in price, they may find them- 
selves without milk to condense or bottle 
until they come to terms. 

Former Ald. Frank T. Fowler, who acted 
as secretary of the preliminary organization, 
summed up the sentiment and aims of the 
milk producers. He told how happy he 
thought the people of Chicago ought to be 
over the prospect of paying more for milk 
when it is taken into consideration that the 
regulations ot, the health department to 
assure goodness and purity In Chicago's milk 
supply are being complied with. 


“Cheap at Eight Cents.“ 


“Too many people in this city put milk 
on.an equality with beer and pop,” said the 
former alderman. “ Why, milk is the cheap- 
est thing they have on their tables, even 
at 8 cents a quart or more. It's nutritive 
value makes it so. 

“Cows cannot eat enough grass in May 
and June to keep them the rest of the year. 
The dairyman has to use his milk checks to 
buy feed for them, and during the last seven 
years the price of feed has increased 40 to 70 
per cent. During this time the producer has 
averaged 3 cents a quart net for his milk 
after paying the freight. 

“The health department says we must 
spend money for sanitary dairies, and it has 
admitted that people may expect a raise of 
from 1 to 2 cents a quart for milk in conse- 
quence of its rulings. 

“ Heretofore the large bottling plants have 
set the price, for milk without regard to our

National City Bank ank Circular Says Much 
New Revenue Must Be Pro- 
5 vided For. 


New York, Feb. 1.—{Special. }—The Nation - 
al City bank, in its February circular, saye 


‘current sentiment in congressional circles at 


Washington favors the return of some, if not 
all. of. the Spanish war revenue schedules, 
with a readjustment of the custonis duties 
calculated to produce greater revenues and 
that there also is considerable talk of placing 
a duty on coffee and tea.

By way of showing the imminent necessity 
of providing additional funds: the circular 
calls attention to the fact that at the close 
of January the available cash at the disposal 
of the treasury was $149,000,000, of which

report to congress, estimated a deficit for the 


: fiscal year of. 1000, which will end June 30 


next, of $114,000,000. At the present rate | 
of ottgo this must be regarded as a conserv- 

ative estimate. The seven months of the 
fiscal year already passed show an excess of 
expenditures over receipts of $80,000,000... At 
the same monthly ratio the deficit for the 
fiscal year should approximate $135,000,000."’

GRAND JURY REFORM. 

The grand jury shéuld not be abolished. 
The work it is called upon to perform 
should be limited. 

This Tun Trisune has already dis- 
cussed editorially, and takes o¢casion to 
reiterate now that a proposal has beeu 
made for legislation doing away with our 
venerable if somewhat costly and waste- 
tul institution. Tae Tribune beliéves 
the grand jury should confine itself to 
special cases and not be swamped by the 
relatively petty or routine offenses it now 
is compelled to give the greater part of 
its time to. 

As to what cases it should retain con- 
sideration of Tan Tripune does not doz- 
matize. Political offenses, or offenses in- 
yolving polities like the pending ballot 
fraud prosecutions, certainly should be 
sent to a gtand jury. Charges involving 
financial or business questions of im- 
portance might be reserved, and crimes of 
a special or heinous nature. 

However expert opinion may adjust 
this matter of scope, there can be no 
doubt that money would be saved and a 
speedier process of justice established if 
the grand jury were relieved of a very 
large per cent of the work it now does. 
Examination by magistrates and proceed- 
ings by information of the state's attor- 
ney should covér this field. The Munigi- 
pal court has relieved thé Criminal court 
and the grand jury/of misdemeanor cases, 
but a further simplification of the crim- 
inal procedure is undoubtedly desirable. 


THE CONGO QUESTION. 
„The United States government has thus 
far withheld recognition of the transfer 
of the sovereignty of the Congo Inde- 
pendent state to Belgium. It will not 
change its attitude until it shall have 
been convinced that the abuses and crimes 
which prevailed under the old régime are 
not to be continued under the new. As a 
full signatory of the Brussels act of 1890 
it has à right to insist: on the full ob- 
servance of the provisions designed for 
the protection of the natives. The prom- 
ise of Belgium at the time it took over 
the Congo that they should be observed 
has not been kept.

by Alexander II, of Scotland. But as this 
charter had been lost in the many wars which 
swept over the British isles during the thir- 
teenth, fourteenth; and fifteenth centuries, 
the burgh obtained the grant of a new char- 
ter in 1608 from that monarch who was 
King James VI. of Scotland and James I. of 
‘England, ¥ 

This charter, too, in turn was lost, and in 
course of time, after passing through a num- 
ber of hands, came into the possession of 
David Laing, librarian of the society of 
writers to the signet, that te to say, to the 
member of the Scotch bar at Edinburgh, 
and an antiquarian of international fame. 
On his death, in 1878, it was found that he 
had bequeathed his unique private collection 
of ancient charters, books, and manuscripts 
to the University of Edinburgh, upon the 
condition that they should be catalogued 
and preserved by the university. A number 
of y elapsed before the completion of 
the logue by the university, and it was 
not until in 1905 that the authorities of Dum- 
partom were made aware thereby that their 
long missing charter of 1609, bearing the 
sign manual of King James, was in the 
library of the University of Edinburgh as 
one of the features of the Laing collection. 

The royal burgh of Dumbarton at once 
put forward a demand for the restoration 
of the document on the ground that no one 
else could claim any right of property there- 
to. Dumbarton did not assume that it had 
been stolen or endeavor to recover it as
